School r^are 
A^c'tion Will 
Be Speeded

Sierra Aladre high school pupils 
•vill be put hack on the old low 
fare basis just as soon as oflicial 
aulhorizjition l.s received by the 
> I’asadona city .schools. This in¬ 
formal iou wa.i given the News 
thi.s week by F. Roderick Ablxitt 
of the school laisiness office. It 
v as based on press aimounecmer.t 
of the recent (ieci.sion of tlie Cali¬ 
fornia supreme court, of which 
direct oflicial informiition liad lu t 
been received. 

Under the old regulations Si¬ 
ena Alfuire pupils paid a fare to 
tile I'aeilic Klcetnc which put 
them on a par with other pupils 
o.f tl'.c district living nearer the 
high .school. The differential be- 
t'.M'en tbi.-. rate and the regular 
commutation rule was i>aid by 
tile liigh sctiool district to tlie 
railway company. 

I’lie dispute arose last year 
when H. A. Payne, county auditor, 
,i!id 11. S. Upjolm, superintendent 
of srhool.:, refused to approve 
uarrants in favor of the railway 
e aupany. They asserted a law 
passed by the li)27 legislature 
[If evented payments for transjioit- 
ation of students in a high sehool 
district wlien the .students live in 
a.iotlier incorporated city. 

The court held the law consti¬ 
tutional, but said in its opinion 
tiiat it was not the intent of the 
legislature to deprive pupils of 
tiunsportfition because tliey live 
in an incorporated city. In com¬ 
menting on the transportation sit¬ 
uation tliroughout California, the 
•court .said: 

"The tendency to combine and 
enlarge liigh-school districts in the 
inlerest-s of efllciency and econo¬ 
my is recognized. It seems reas¬ 
onable to assume that training in 
our Hcliool may be best accom¬ 
plished by such organization of 
educational facilities, and that 
greater economy may result by 
transporting students residing in 
;.pa-:iely settled communities to a 
central high .school, rather than 
to expend large and perhaps un¬ 
warranted sum.s of money in con¬ 
structing numerous liigli schools 
in outlying districts." 

Without dclinilc authorization 
f:om .some higher authority. Air. 
Abbott said, it would be useless 
lor the Pasadena board of educa¬ 
tion to issue warrant.s in part 
payment of transportation bills. 
.>uch autliorily might come cither 
from the court, the county coun¬ 
sel's office, nr the county super¬ 
intendent. While things move 
slowly in such matters, he said he 
was in hopes the necessary docu¬ 
ments might be received in time 
for today's meeting of the board 
ol education. That would permit 
Immediate restoration of the old 
arrangement.

Harvey H. Steinberger wa.s 
awarded the contract for con- 
■struction of retaining walls on the 
south and east sides of the new 
rei'ervoir at the head of Grove 
Street at Tuesday's council meet¬ 
ing. Only two bids were received, 
M. J. Butigan of Los Angeles be¬ 
ing the other bidder. 

The figures on which Mr. Stein- 
berger was awarded the contract 
were the same as submitted by 
liiiii wtien the same work was 
advertised previouslj’. At that 
lime a lower bid submitted by 
Air. Elliott, the reservoir contrac¬ 
tor, was declared illegal because 
it was unsigned. He submitted 
no bid this tune. Mr. Steinberg- 
er's figures were: South wall, 
^illOO, alternate plan, $1,225; east 
wall, $101.), alternate plan, $925. 

Alijst 1)1 the afternoon was oc- 
cui)ied in the reading of bids on 
water pipe submitted by about a 
scoie of manufacturers and 
agents. So many items were in- 
l iuded in each bid that the read¬ 
ing and tabulation was a slow 
process. ft took so long that a 
iiigiiL sei-ision was necessary to 
coijipicte the business before the 
council. The bids were referred 
to City Engineer Gierlich for 
cliccking and report. 

.\itcr much negotiation be¬ 
tween tlie .Vmerican Legion, the 
council and the volunteer fiiemon, 
the council agreed, on motion of 
Counciimaii Alyers, to lease the 
ija.sernent of the city hall to the 
Legion. It was done with the 
uiulerslanding that the firemen 
would l)e accorded certain priv¬ 
ileges in Hje joint use of the 
basement. The city will expend 
$301) on repairs and improve¬ 
ments, including a ventilating 
.svstcin, and the Legion and Aux- 
iliarj- expect to do still more to 
iiiiike tlie place habitable and en- 
joyiilile. The Legion will pay Hie 
c.iy .1 dollar a j’car rental for 
the fivc-v’ear period. Option to 
iciiew tlie lease is given provided 
tlie quarters are not required for 
mumcipiil luirpo.ses. 

Under terms of the lease the 
lu.irters are made available for 
use of the Legion Auxiliarj' for 
the meetings and social aifairs. 
and al.so for entertniiiinents con¬ 
duct i-d for revenue purposes. 

A commuiiicntioii from the 
p!:iiining eoniniission recommend¬ 
ed iliat the petition of Leigh 
Prudeii for the zoning of a por¬ 
tion of I'liist Montecito Avenue be 
ileiiied on the groiiiul that there 
is Rlrendy enough frontage zoned 
for busines.s in Sierra Madre. It 
WHS .also recommended that no 
change be made in the name of 
Park Avenue, as had been sug¬ 
gested, and that the name of 
Olive .Street bo given that short 
blind street running west from 
Auburn .\venue opposite the end 
of Olive Street. No action was 
taken on the recommendations 
pending further communication 
by the planning commission which 
the council understood was ex¬ 
pected. 

Recommendation that the syca¬ 
more trees standing in Auburn 

venue north of Highland be ro- 
niovcd as a traffic menace was 
p'Tsoiiteil by .Street Superintend¬ 
ent Carpenter. Majair Lawless 
agreed tlie trees ought to be re¬ 
moved in the interest of siifetj’ 
to human life.

SIERRA .MADRE PAVING ; 

S IERRA MADRE is lucky. Just now there 
is a little controversy over highways, i 
Sierra Madre soil affords the best highway 
foundation in the country. Whatever the 
outcome of the highway siiuabble, the road ; 
foundation will remain. Therein lies the 
luck. 

On Sierra Madre .soil, properly prepared, 
highway surfaces give ma.ximum seiwice. | 
Highways that would go to pieces ([uickly ; 
in many vidley locations will last indefinite- I 
ly here. Paving economy is sound practice ; 
here. There is no doubt that the public i 
mind right now is strong for economy. I 
Anything but rigid economy in e.xpendi-, 
tures in any kind of public improvement is | 
likely to throw our whole civic structure' 
out of balance. Sierra Madre faces heavy , 
expense for schools, for sewers, for water 
.system (already authorized) and for streets.: 
Street lighting is also much needed. Nonei 
of these need be done at the expense of the ' 
otliers. Neither is there re.ison for a dead-' 
lock or for discouragement whici. will re-' 
suit in nothing being done. 

Facing the sewer problem, obviously call¬ 
ing for installation within a very few years I 
at most, streets must be torn up. The 
heavier the type of pavement, the less de -1 
sirable this appears. Some citizens are op¬ 
posing any permanent paving ahead of | 
sewer installation. 

Asphalt macadam is not ordinarily classed I 
as permanent paving. On Siei’ia Madre soil 
it stands up better than heavier paving in 
many other places. There is much to be 1 
said in favor of adopting it as standaid 
paving in Sierra Madre, in view of the con¬ 
ditions already enumerated. ! 

Intelligent consideration of the Central' 
Avenue project by the public calls for esti-! 
mates for this type of paving in addition j 
to those already submitted. The figures 
already given were said by tlie engineer to' 
be ample either for asphalt or concrete. A 
splendid grade of macadam should be pos¬ 
sible at a great saving. And on Sierra 
Madre soil it should be serviceable for many 
years.

ffOW biisine.ss men went to bat for the 
churches and wei’e jolted into a pro¬ 
gram which put them on their feet is an 
interesting story from Cape Girardeau, Mo.

Headlights should be adju.sted 
properly not only to give the max¬ 
imum amount of driving range, 
but as a protection to other mo¬ 
torists and against the pos.Sibility 
of arrest. 

If you are sure your carburetor 
is causing trouble, such as the 
motor .sputtering, lack of power 
etc., do not attempt to adjust it 
unless you are absolutely familiar 
with it, but take the car to an 
expert. 

When tho front wheels “shim¬ 
my,” it can be caused to a cer¬ 
tain extent by loose or worn 
front wheel bearings, even though 
king pins and bu.shings are o. k. j 
'rhis should be given immediate 
attention by an expert, ' 

When yie engine of your car 
overheats slightly and the cooling 
and ignition systems appear to 
be functioning properly, it is pos¬ 
sible that improperly inflated 
tires is the cause. Naturally, tne 
greater the road traction the • 
more horse-power is used. 

If the differential develops a 
noise, regardless of how slight it 
may be, immediate attention 
should be given to it by an ex¬ 
pert. Only a slight adjustment 
may be neccs.sary if it is t.'iken 
care of at the proper time, and a 
large repair bill may thus be 
saved.
